So the weed was 
sought, gathered in sufficient quan- 
tities, the dye prepared, and into 
the dye-pot went the precious ma- 
terial: in due time coming forth 
with the blue stripe somewhat in- 
tensified in color and the white 
stripe now changed to a brilliant 
vellow. The suit was made never- 
theless, and Brother Eardley gladly 
arraved himself in it, and thus at- 
tired joined the brethren who were 
called out to meet Johnston's army.
